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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The originally-filed specification does not provide clear support for the proposed limitation that the 
functionalized norbornene compounds does not include functionalized hetero-norbornene compounds or hetero-norbornene compounds. 
Furthermore, the (remaining) members (of the Markush group), namely functionalized norbornene compounds and dicyclopentadiene, 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made in view of the teachings (e.g., cyclic ether 
compounds (or functionalized hetero-norbornene compounds)) of Patel I (U.S. Patent Application Publication 2004/0145088 A1). There is 
no evidence currently of record showing (and the instant specification does not show) any unobvious or unexpected results from using 
either functionalized norbornene compounds or dicyclopentadiene instead of using functionalized hetero-norbornene compounds .
